Night Courses In 
Adult Education 

Beginning with the fall term, 
Potomac State College will offer 
a program of technical adult ed- 
ucation in evening courses, ae 
cording to an announcement 
from President Todd H. Bullard. 

That program and the addition 
of two members to the regular 
teaching staff have been made 
possible with the appropriation 
of $624,050 by the West Virginia 
State Legislature to Potomac 
State College far the 1965-66 
year. 

The adult education program 
will be chiefly of the terminal 
(two year) type of work. When 
fully developed, the program is 
intended to permit those who can 
attend classes in the evening 
only to complete terminal degree 
work within a specified length of 
time. In addition to scientific 
work, the program will also in- 
clude some liberal arts work.

worker, and friend to his col 
leagues. Proudly he has served 
the Keyser Presbyterian Church, 
Keyser Rotary, Keyser Boy 
Scouts, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Masons, Shrine, United 
Fund, and many educational in 
stituticns. For a score and eight 
years he wore the mantle of 

President of Potomac State Col- 
lege and he gave the full meas- 
ure of his deep devotion and 
boundless energy to the better 
ment of his college. Among his 
attributes was a concern for 
the individual— student, teacher, 
or parent. The faculty readily 
found inspiration and counsel in 
him; the hesitant freshman and 
ctfffidlent sophomore welcomed 


his assistance; and mothers and 
dads entrusted their children to 
his tutelage. Without any reser- 
vations, he served his commu- 
nity, state and nation with un- 
stinted energy and enthusiasm. 
He lives in the hearts of those 
who were privileged to know 
him; , he wrought well; his im- 
pressions on our campus will be 
lasting. 

“Without any doubt, the schol- 
ar and gentleman, to whom this 
book is dedicated, will never be 
forgotten as long as Potomac 
State College exists. His hand 
was on the shaping of most of 
the campus buildings. His mind 
remains in the workings of our 
class offerings. His spirit is 
present in our worthy traditions 
and philosophies. In truth, our 
debt to him cannot be overes 
timated. He will forever live in 
the hearts af alumni and faculty 
who have known and loved him. 

“The 1965 graduating class is 
the last group of students to en- 
roll here when this eminent ed- 
ucator was president. It is only 
fitting then that we, the faculty, 
students, administrators, and all 
other employees, and the staff of

brought by Rodger K. Parsons, 
Jr.,, president off the Student 
Body; far the faculty, Dr. Nancy 
M. Miller, profasssor of modern 
languages; for the alumni, 
Thomas J. Cordon, president of 
the Alumni Association ; for the 
University, Dr. John F. Go-lay, 
provost; for the West Virginia 
Association of College and Uni- 
versity Presidents, Dr. Richard 
E. Shearer, president of Alder- 
son Broaddus College; and for 
the state, the Hon. Hulett C. 
Smith, Governor of West Vir- 
ginia. 

Invocation was given by the 
Rev. J. Andrew Gullick, Jr., pas- 
tor icff the Keyser Presbyterian 
Church, and the benediction by 
the Very Rev. John J. 0 Con- 
nell V.F., pastor of the Keyser 
Church of the Assumption. 

Although he is the third man 
to head the institution since it be 
came a junior college in 1921, 
President Bullard is the seventh 
person to head the school since 
it opened in 1902 as the Keyser 
Preparatory Branch of West Vir 
ginia University. 

In his inaugural address, en 
titled “The Anatomy of a Col- 
lege,” the new president pointed 
out that “higher education, now 
more thaji ever, is bound 1 up in 
the most vital national processes.

He said that “a college is com- 
prised of many elements and its 
anatomy is governed by philos- 
ophy and tradition, by conscious 
plan and unforeseen circum- 
stance.” He then paid tribute 
to all who contribute to make a 
college what it is and pledged 
his interest and loyalty through 
the years that lie ahead!. 

In his remarks to the audience, 
Gov. Smith commented that 
“Per Dr. Bullard this is a mon- 
umental event in a brilliant and 
successful career as an educa- 
tor. West Virginia is proud of 
this native son, and joins with 
you at Potomac State College 
in sharing this pride today. Dr. 
Bullard assumes the presidency 
at a time when this college is 
in one of its most progressive 
eras. Pobctmac State is growing 
and expanding its physical plant 
at a most exciting rate. This col- 
lege stands out as a shining 
example of what a junior college 
should be, and how it should plan 
its future.” 

The governor pledged “the co- 
operation, support and assist- 
ance” off the state government 
and concluded by saying that 
“All West Virginians wish you 
well and congratulate you; we 
will all be watching with great 
interest as you guide Potomac 
State College through one of its 
proudest times.”
